CASE WILL BE TRIED 


HELD IN READINESS 


Washington Officials An- 
swer Frantic Appeals of 
Governor, But Criticise 
His Failure to Act.

Washington, August 30.—The fed- 
eral government is now moving rap- 
idly to protect the state of West 
Virginia against violence. 

President Harding has issued a 
proclamation giving those engaged 
in unlawful proceedings in the 
state until noon Thursday to return 
peaceably to their homes. 

Brigadier General Bandholtz has 
been ordered to keep one of the 
four regiments of infantry at that 
camp in readiness. for immediate 
entrainment in event they are or- 
dered into the “war area” of West 
Virginia. 

Another regiment, at Camp Sher- 
man, Ohio, also has been ordered 
placed in readiness for field service. 
Each of these regiments will num- 
ber about 1,000 men. 

To Aid State Forces. 

Colonel F. B. Shaw has been die | 
patched from the war department to 
Charleston, W, 
instructor for 
litia forces. ; 
If order is not resteted by noon 
Thtirsday, federal ‘tfvops will be 
sent into West Virgisia to co-ordi- 
nate with the state troops whereby 
the troop movemefits into the 
trouble zorie may be accomplished 
within three or four hours. 

This is the firet time during the 
administration of President Har- 
ding that there has been a grave 
prospect of federal forces being 
called into action in a labor dis- 
turbance, and it may be stated, the 
contemplated action is extremely 
distasteful to the president. No ef- 
forts are being made to conceal the 
belief of officials that Governor 
Morgan, of West Virginia, has not 
taken advantage of his own powers 
and adequately exercised his own 
responsibilities in heading off the 
trouble in its inception or check- 
ing it after it had started. 

Telegrams, long distance tele- 
phone calls and even delegations of 
prominent West Virginians have 
followed one another in rapid suc- 
cession during the last forty-eight 
hours as Morgan brought al! his in- 
fluence to bear upon the govern- 
ment to come to his aid. 

Caustic Comment. 

Caustic comment was heard on 
the fact that despite his authoriza- 
tion some,months ago to organize 
a national guard force, the governor 
until within the last few days had 
mobilized only an adjutant general 
and later one company of infantry. 
Now, of course, he is rapidly in- 
creasing this force and to aid him 
Colonel Shaw is en route to Charles- 
ton, 

But the president and war de- 
partment officials are still hopeful 
that federal] force will not have to 
be exercised, Similar situations have 
produced like proclamations § in 
years past, notably the Colorado 
miner@ yprising seven years ago. 
On some of these occasions it was 
found unnecessary to send federal 
troops into the troubled areas be- 
cause the government wurning was 
heeded. When they have gone in, 
they have gone in to co-operate 
with state forces and the instances 
of federal martial law are few in 
this country. 

If troops go into West: Virginia 
they will be under command of 
General Bandholtz, who got his 
Original training in dealing with 
insurrection, while gerving in the 
Philippines. 

Gevernor Alarmed. 

Governor Morgan in frequent long 
distance calls to the war. depart- 
ment throughout Tuesday, reflected 
increasing alarm at the outlook. 
Greater crowds, were gathering in a 
greater number of districts, he said, 
and the state’ government was un- 
able to cope with the situation. Aft- 
er two conferences among Presi- 
dent Harding, General Harford and 
Secretary Weeks and a_ thorough 
airing of the situation at the cabi-

After making a success at the 
bar, and becoming judge of the city 
court of Waynesboro, he moved to 
Atlanta in 1883 and became private 
Secretary to Governor McDaniel. At 
the close of this eervice he decided 
to make Atlanta his permanent 
home and practiced law. 

In addition to his law practice, 
he became general manager of the 
Thompson-Houston Electric compa- 
ny, Which later merged with the 
General Electric company. In 1903 
he became connected with the lega! 
department of the Southern Bell 
Telephone company. 

Besides being one of the best and 
most prominent lawyers in Georgia, 
he was very active and prominent 
in church and social activities. He 
was a steward of the Firet Method- 
ist church here, a leading layman 
of the North Georgia conference of 
the Methodist church, and for 
many years a trustee of Emory 
college. 

He also served a term as a mem- 
ber of the Fulton county board of 
commissioners. Was a member of 
the Masonic fraternity and an ac- 
tive alumnus of the Chi Phi fra- 
ternity of Emorv college.

Mrs. Z. V. Peterson . 
Discusses Meeting 
Of Atlanta Council 


Mrs. Z. V. Peterson has sent the 
following communcation to The 
Constitution in reference to the 
meeting Monday of the Atlanta 
council]. Parent-Teacher association: 

The statement in the morning paper is 
misleading when-it stated that the Parent- 
Teacher council voted to ~~ out of poli- 
tics and refused to indorse Mr. W. L. Me- 
Calley, Jr., for the board of education. 

The Parent-Teacher council did not vote 
to stay ont of politics, nor did it vote to 
indorse Mr. McCalley. As a matter of 
fact, the Parent-Teacher council did not 
vote at all. 

The constitution of the Parent-Teacher 
council distinctly says that the ‘“‘members 
of the council shall be composed of the 
officers and chairmen of standing commit- 
tees of any local organization.’’ Each in- 
dividual member of the council has the 
privilege of casting her vote as she stes 
fit on any issue before the Parent-Teacher 
council, This was not done at the meet- 
ing yesterday. The individual members of 
the council were not permitted to vote as 
individuals. It simply resolved itself into 
a vote as to whether or not each partic- 
uiar association had held a meeting and 
had indorsed a candidate? 

Practically all of the presidents of the 
associafions who voted ‘‘neutral’’ stated that 
they had not had a meeting of thar par- 
ent-teacher association and were not pre- 
pared to state how the association stood 
on the question of the two candidates. 
Was Warmly Contested, 


Inasmuch as the 1920-1921 term of schools 
and parent-teacher associations and |like- 
wise the council closed in June 1921, and 
inasmuch as this meeting was calied by 
the 1921-1922 president and the meeting 
presided over by that president, the an- 
nouncement by the president that those 
who were members for the term ending 
June, 1921, would be considered eligible 
to vote was warmly fought, and after much 
debate, it was decided that every associa- 
tion should be allowed to participate in 
the meeting. 

It is a peculiar situation that some of 
the same people who last year called on the 
parent-teacher associations, through the 
Parent-Teacher council, to stand behind 
Mr. McCalley’in his race for the board of 
education, and who called on the parent- 
teacher associations to help pay Mr. Me- 
Calley’s campaign expenses, should this 
year of the opinion that the Parent- 
Teacher council should stay out of politics, 
and should also take the stand that the 
council cannot take any action until a ques- 
tion has been presented to each individual 
association. It seems to me that this will 
pretty well tie the hands of the Parent- 
Teacher council for securing a vote on any 
subject in the future. If the members of 
the council have no right to cast their vote 
as individuals, then before they can vote 
on any subject presented to the council, 
that matter must be taken before each as- 
sociation and action taken on it before the 
ceuncil can act. 

The statement was made that last year 
Mr. McCalley was the candidate of the 
parent-teacher associations, but that this 
year he is simply a candidate running for 
office. What made Mr. McCalley the can- 
didate of the parent-teacher associations 
last year? The fact that he was indorsed 
by the parent-teacher associations of his 
own district was the only possible reason 
why he was the candidate of the parent- 
teacher associations, and was the only ex- 
cuse for calling on other associations of the 
city to help secure his election. This year 
he is the only candidate who has secured 
the indorsement of any parent-teacher as- 
sociation of his own district, but for the 
same reason he is not the candidate of the 
parent-teacher associations, 

Had the individual members of the council 
been allowed to cast their vote in accord- 
ance with the constitution of the cotncit. 
Mr. McCalley would have received the in- 
dorsement of the council.

On Boundary Line 


The sovereign state of Georgia 
will meet the sovereign state of 
South Carolina in litigation before 
the United States supreme court 
next December to bring about a 
settlement of a question Which al- 
most caused the tWo States to de- 
clare war on each other in 1342, it 
was learned at the capitol Tues- 
day. <Attogney-General Samuel L. 
Wolf, of SSuth Carolina, will come 
to Atlanta Thursday to hold a con- 
ference with Attorney - General 
George M. Napier, of Georgia, to 
reach an agreement relative to the 
submission of arguments in the case. 
ion dispute is over the boundary 
ine 
Carolina. Boundary lines between 
States are sometimes like line fences 
between owners of adjoining farms 
and cause some bitter fights and 
bloodshed. 

All of the case depends on the 
question, “Is the Savannah river 
the Tugaloo river, or is it the Keo- 
wee river?’ This vexing question 
is now before the august supreme 
court of the United States and its 
decision means that Georgia’s boun- 
dary line remains exactly as it is 
now or that territory amounting to 
an entire county will be gained 
for the etate. 

In the administration of Gov- 
ernor Howell Cobb the boundary be- 
tween the state was fixed by treaty 
at Beaufort. By the treaty of Beau- 
fort “a great river known as the 
Savannah,” was selected as _ the 
boundary line. At the time the fact 
Was overlooked that the Savannah 
is formed by the Tugaloo and Keo- 
wee rivers. Many years later the 
question was raised as to whether 
the more eastern Keowee should be 
considered as the Savannah. 

If the Tugaloo river is named as 
the boundary the states remain just 
as they are. If the Keowee river 
is considered the Savannah, then 
several] miles of territory now in 
South Carolina rightfully belongs 
to Georgia. The people of South 
Carolina say the Tugaloo ig the Sa- 
vannah, while the people of Geor- 
gia savy that the Keowee is the Sa- 
vannah. That’s the question the 
United States supreme court must 
settle, but that’s what supreme 
courts are for.

So 
that the one may be said to offset 
the other. Europe's food produc- 
tion is steadily increasing, with the 
cessation of war. The more food 
produced in those countries. the 
less food they will be obliged to 
import, and the less food they im- 
port the more money they § will 
have for other imports, notably 
cotton. 

“Third, the factor of recuperation. 
It is true that recuperation and re- 
covery from the ravages of the war 
in Europe are going on slowly. but 
they are going on, The buying 
power of European countries is 
gradually coming back. It may re- 
turn more quickly than we have 
calculated. 

“These factors. as I have stated, 
were not operative to check the re- 
treat of cotton until reinforced by 
the additional factor of financial;

The latest. slate has that the tax, 
revision bill will come up first in 
the senate, thereby causing further 
delay to the tariff bill, which was 
passed by the house in July, and for 
which purpose the congress was 
rimd@rily called into extra session. 
The senate is expected to change 
the tax bill in many details. Fore- 
most, it is believed, the senate 
finance committee would like to 
change th2 provision repealing the. 
excess yrofits tax so it would be 
retroactive to January 1, 1921. That 
is what the republican members cf 
Ways and means committee in the 
house wanted, but their party cau- 
cus overruled the majority mem- 
‘bers of the committee, and the bill 
passed the house with the repeal 
Clause effective January 1, 1922. 
Fear to Tinker, 

Observers here’ believe the sen- 
ate is afraid to tinker with the 
excess profits repeal, for the house 
might overturn their decision when 
the bill comes from conference, and 
refuse to repeal at all, In the end, 
it is expected that the excess profits 
tax will not be repealed by con- 
gress until] January 1, 1922. 

The so-called “nuisance” taxes 
will have consideration in the sen- 
ate with the prospect of reductions 
along the same lines as adopted 
by the house, 

But the situation discloses the 
leaderless trend of the congress 
which has taken a month off be- 
fore finishing the program of either 
tax or tariff, both of which were 
the prime reasons given for the 
call of the extra session by Presi- 
dent. Harding in April. 

The senate has a huge task be- 
fore it in order to finish the tax 
and tariff bills before the regular 
session of congress, which con- 
venes on the first Monday in De- 
cember. It must not be forgotten 
that the senate will be in session 
on November 11, when the disarma- 
ment conference meets, and no one 
familiar with the traditions of the 
senate as exemplified in the past 
few years would think for a mo- 
ment that the conference will be 
ignored on the floor. 

Eager to Hear Borah. 

It is to be noted that Senator 
William E. Borah, irreconcilable 
republican, did not attend the ma- 
jority conference of the senate for- 
eign relations committee at the 
white house last week when Presi- 
dent Harding made known the con- 
tents of the Germany peace treaty. 
Senator Hiram Johnson, also an ir- 
reconcilable republican, and mem- 
ber of the committee, was out of 
the city. 

Senator Borah is the original dis- 
armament advocate since the world 
war. The plans of the Harding con- 
ference were not his, and an eager 
gallery awaits the first comment 
of Senator Borah on the floor of 
the’ senate when the Japs  joih 
hands with the Italians in company 
with Premiers Lloyd-Gea@rge and 
Briand at the Washington confer- 
ence. 

Congress has a- full program 
for the tew weeks between October 
and Dsacember, when the regular 
session begins for the annual ap-

KU KLUX IN CHICAGO 


Chicago, August 30.—Federal in- 
vestigation of the Ku Klux Klan has 
been started in Chicago by: John VY. 
Clinnin, assistant United States 
district attorney, he announced 
teday. 

Numerous complaints have been 
coming to his office since the or- 
ganization of a branch of the Klan 
here three weeks ago, Colonel Clin- 
nin said. Allegations that the klan 
is opposed to public policy, that it 
makes no accounting of the money 
it collects, that it makes a profit 
on its regalia and, therefore, is a 
corporation operating for profit and 
that lawless acts hawe been ascrib- 
ed to persons acting in the guise 
of the klan will form the basis of 
the investigation, according to Col- 
onel Clinnin. 

“I don’t wish, as yet, to cast any 
reflection upon the organization or 
its leadership—but if I find any- 
thing wrong T’l] blow the lid off,” 


He said he had not yet decided 
whether he would question Colonel 
William Joseph Simmons, of At- 
lanta, Ga., acknowledged head of 
the organization.

TO PROBE MURDER 


Pierce Court Convenes on 
September 12 to Inves- 
tigate Sheriff's Death. 
Another Arrest Made. 


Waycross, Ga:., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The second Monday in Sep- 
tember has been set as the @ate for 
the opening Of a special session of 
superior court in Pierce county for 
the purpose of investigating the 
murder of Sheriff John W. Rober- 
son last week, according to a state- 
ment made today by Solicitor Al- 
.en B. Spence. 
G. M. Woolsey was picked up 
today by the Chattanooga  po- 
lice and is being held as a suspect 
ir connection with the killing of 
Sheriff Roberson. The man admits 
being in Pierce county on the day 
of the killing. 
Woolsey is said to bear numerous 
bruises and scratches on his bedy. 
Hée claims he went from Pierce 
county on the Florida line to Chat- 
tanooga in two days in an auto- 
mobile with a stranger. Neither 
asked the other’s name, 

Brucai Murder, 
Sheriff Roberson, who officiated 
iu Pierce county for fourteen years, 
was brutally murdered in a dense 
gfade near Patterson, when he 
stumbled on a large moonshine dis 
tillery, while in search for an al- 
leged horse thief. 
The sheriff was in a party with 
a posse which had been formed to 
bunt the horse tnief, but left the 
remainder of the party when they 
saw a column of smoke rising from 
a nearby thicket, with the idea of 
surrounding the supposed thief who 
was believed to be in camp there. 
When shots were heard the party 
rushed to the officer, finding him 
in a dying condition, face down 
ard strangling, in a pond of water. 


A large body of men constituted 
2 Searening party and an ali night 
hunt was made for the murderers., 
lt was first believed that Randall 
Thomas, alleged horse thief and an 
escaped convict trom Florida, was 
the guilty party, .but further in- 
vestigations proved that a number 
ot other men were implicated in the 
matter. 
Eighteen Now Held. 

It is the opinion of Sheriff H. J. 
Sweat, of .this county, who tugether 
with other Ware county ofticers, 
played an important ‘part in the 
man hunt, that practically all par- 
tles connected with the killing have 
been apprehended, Seventeen  ar- 
rests were made last week. 
Mage Carter, the contessed mur- 
derer, who together with Randall 
Thomas and a negro who is be- 
lieved to know practicaily every- 
thing about the crime, is still in the 
custody of Chatham county officers 
in Savannah, and wHl probably be 
held there till the trial is called 
rext month, Carter sticks to his 
original statement that he was the 
sone Murderer -of the Pierce cuunty 
officer, and states that all the shots 
were fired from his own gun. He 
assumes the guilt of the entire af- 
fair, according to reliable reports 
here, and has not changed his testi- 
mony given at the time of the ar- 
rest and confession. 

Roy Carter’s Statement. 
Roy Carter, brother of Mage Car- 
ter and eye witness to the tragedy, 
is held in the Ware county jail nere, 
hlis statement today is to the effect 
that his brother was not. the only 
cre who shot Roberson, but that 
Raudall Thomas shares the guiit 
Thomas was caught near Gardi. He 
denies having tired any shots or 
of having taken part in the assassi- 
ration. ‘three other men, Oscar, 
Henry and-John Aspinwall, are also 
held in the Ware county jail. These 
inen live near the swamp where the 
murder was cOmmittea, and are al- 
lezged to be the operators of the 
large, still. 
The statements of all parties con- 
nected with the affair are confused 
‘and contradictory. Many conjec- 
tures have been made with’ refer- 
ence to the killing, but no*conclu- 
Sive developments have been 
brought to light. The fact that 
moré than one person was impli- 
cated in the shooting is supported 
by the fact that shelis of different 
Galiber were picked up on the 
water near where the deed was per- 
petrated, and the report that leads 
of different sizés were extracted 
from the murdered man’s body. 
The sheriff was called to Patter- 
Sen early Tuesday morning to are 
rest Thomas, alleged to be a jvuise 
thief. Mrs, Thomas is said to have 
directed him where her husband 
was hiding and in following her 
directions the officer walked into 
an ambush where he met his death. 
The theory was. immediately ad- 
vanced that the woman was a par- 
ticipant in the affair and that by 
agreement she sent the sheriff into 
the ambush, It is reported here that 
the evidence against the woman was 
80 meager that she was liberated, 
but will probably be used as a wit- 
ness in the case. 


Making Rigid Drive. 


Sheriff Roberson, it is said, had 
been conducting a vigOrous cam- 
paign against prohibition violators 
in the county, and it is possible that 
his murder was an act of revenge 
by the makers of the illicit bever- 
age, Carter was apprehended atthe 
home of Aspinwa), where the base 
of the liquor plant is. believed to 
have been situated, and where a 
large quantity of shine was confis- 
cated by the officers in charge of 
the posse. 

A negro in the employ of the 
rmmoonshiners is believed to know 
practically evérything connected 
with the operation of the distillery, 
and with the murder of the sheriff, 
but he has remained silent. The ne- 
gro was in company with the own- 
ers of the still when they were 
captured by members of the search- 
ing party, and it was through his 
direction that they found Carter at 
the Aspinwall home.

That Have Revolutionized 
Mississippis Fiscal Status 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


Jackson, Miss., August 30.—(Spe- 
ical.)—In concluding the study of 
Mississippi’s fiscal] and school sys- 
tems, let me stress some of the fea- 
tures that have been pointed out 
as having been particularly respon- 
sible for the revolution that has 
taken place in this state within the 
last three years. 

It must be kept in mind that Mis- 
sissippi is wholly an agricultural 
state, without large cities, large 
industries, or any appreciable num- 
ber of large corporations. Her 
wealth comes from farming; and her 
soil opportunities for farming are 
the same as the other southern 
states; no better and no worse. 

Mississippi, in white population, 
is with the exception of Florida, the 
smallest state in the south. She has 
all told fewer people by more than 
a million than Georgia; and more 
than 50 per cent of her population 
is colored. 

In justice to the public spirit and 
the system, therefore, that have en- 
abled Mississippi to issue an addi- 
tional $5,000,000 in state bonds for 
the improvement of her institutions 
—which she has just done by over- 
whelming ratification of the people 
—it is necessary to keep these facts 
in mind, and to keep the further 
fact in mind that less than four 
years ago the tax valuations as- 
sessed in the state were much less 
than $500,000,000, whereas they will 
reach a billion by January 1, 1923. 
SOME OF THE REASONS 
FOR STATE’S REVOLUTION. 

The radical changes that have 
brought about new and _. better 
fiscal and school conditions in Mis- 
sissippi are as foilows: 

The tax equalization law and the 
administration of taxation through 
a state tax commission. 

The flat 100 per cent valuations. 

Economy of state administration, 
and co-ordination and co-operation 
between all the departments of g0v- 
ernment. — 

Liberal, but conservative and rig- 
idly enforced pension laws, with 
property restrictions. 

The systemitization of the pub- 
lic school system through an edu- 
cational commission, and the crea- 
tion of a revolving or equalization 
common school fund of $1,250,000 
to properly protect white schoo! 
children in the allocation of funds 
to counties. 

Local school taxation, thus re- 
lieving the state treasury of any 
bankrupting burden for proper com- 
mon school maintenance in the re- 
spective counties. 

Retiring the state’s accumulated 
debt with a serial bond issue and 
placing the finances upon a business 
basis. 

The abolishment of the fee sys- 
tem, thus saving thousands of dol- 
lars to the state. 

The systematic and business ad- 
ministration of the state peniten- 
tiary, by the establishment of a 
farming industry sufficiently large 
and sufficiently well organized 
along business lines to pay into the 
state each year an average of one 
million dollars over and above all 
expenses of maintenance and for ex- 
tensions and improvements. 

A comprehensive budget system. 

And lastly— 

A gradual elimination of pettey 
politics and sectional prejudices 
from the operation of the state gov- 
ernment thorugh any of the three 
functioning branches, legislative, 
executive and judicial. 

The latter has not been fully ac- 
complished as yet, but progress is 
being made—so much 50 that there 
is a spirit of progressiveness among 
the people of Mississippi today, in 
state affairs, that calamity howlers, 
“reformers,” demagogues and radi- 
cals cannot arrest. That - was 
clearly demonstrated when the state 
voted to issue $5,000,000 in 5 1-2 per 
cent bonds forthe improvement of 
her institutions. 

NO RIP VAN WINKLE 
TACTICS ALLOWED. 

Let me quote what Ex-Governor 
Theodore Bilbo told the legislature 
the day he retired from office: 

“In carrying out the program for 
the extension of the educational and 
eleemosynary institutions of the 
state, some Rip Van Winkle or ob- 
structionist may advance the argu- 
ment that the cost of material is 
too great at this time. Pray tell 
me when there will be a reduction 
in the cost of brick, labor, lumber 
and materials needed in the erec- 
tion of these buildings? The state 
of Mississippi cannot afford to de- 
Iny or neglect the care of her sick 
and dying or the education of her 
youth for the sake of agfew paltry 
dollars. This state muSW issue $0,- 
000,000 in bonds for this work and 
do it now. We must either progress 
or retrograde. If the state con- 
tinues to provide for the higher edu- 
cation of her youth and to meet 
the insistent demands of the unfor- 
tunate sick, these improvements 
must be made, and no reasonable 
excuse can be urged for the delay. 

Governor Lee Russell, the present 
executive, took the same view. And 
the legislature and the people acted 
with an enterprising spirit that has 
set th. nation to talking. 

The legislature then raised the 
state tax rate to nine mills; put a 
few more teeth in the 1918 equaliza- 
tion law, reduced 6ome of the 
license taxes, which were either op- 
erating against progress or becom- 
ing burdensome upon consumers, 
and told the tax commission it had 
to find the invisibles, and bring the 
chronie tax dodgers ta the front, 
which the commission is doing every 
day. 

The gross income from all sources 
into the state treasury this year 
will be around $10,000,000 not count- 
ing, of course, the funds from the 
sale of bonds, and by this means 
the state cannot only continue its 
cash daily balance of around a mil- 
lion dollars, but it can, as it has 
been doing for three years, meet the 
warrants as they come in from all 
sources, and continue to operate on 
the “pay-as-you-go” basis; and not 
on the “pay-as-you-cah,” as is the 
rut that Georgia has unfortunately 
been compelled to drop into. ~ 
STRONG CO-OPERATION 


INSTEAD OF FRICTION, | 

Do. not lose sight of the fact, 
too, that Mississippi is maintaining 
her higher educational institutions 
this year with $1.000,000. 

This does not enter into the $5,- 
000.000 building program, carried 
on from the proceeds of the sale 
of state improvement bonds. 

In her higher educational insti- 
tutions the major maintenance fund 
goes, of course, to the university 
‘system, to which is atfached the 
Agricultural and Mechanical college, 
which inetitution is the pride of 
the state. It receives the .support 
of the legislature witkonut disgust 
ing factional fights: and receives the 
supeort of the state department of 
nariculture. to the end that the two 
departments work in tion 


to the best interests of the state— 
and without political frictidn, or 
personal jealousies. 

The A. and M. college at Stark- 
ville grows more and more in fa- 
vor with the farmers of the state 
because they are more and more 
appreciatin the great mission of 
this institution in developing the 
possibilities of climate and sof}. 

The future success and prosperity 
of any people depend upon the in- 
telligent development of the agri- 
cultural resources, and thie must be 
done through the A. and M. college 
and its extension work, not only 
- me a but in every farming 
State. 


In these studies -it has been a 
Source of satisfaction to note the 
keen interest in each state in agri- 


cultural education, and the thor- 
oughly helpful attitude of the state 
departments of agriculture in the 
work of their agricultural institu- 
tions. 

EX-GOVERNOR BILBO 
TALKS OF TAXES.

There are 2,000,000 persone in the 
United States who. have tuberculosis 
and know it. There are perhaps 
10,000,000 who have tuberculosis and 
do not know it. In the very early 
stage, called the incipient stage, it is 
often impossible for even an expert 
in diagnosis to determine positively 
whether the patient has active 
tuberculosis, for the disease is at first 
so insidious, the impairment of 
health so slight, and the symptoms 
and physical signs so mild that the 
very best the physician can say is 
“the condition is suspicious.” Time 
and repeated observations alone will 
settle the diagnosis. Meanwhile, 
what is the patient going to do? 
Just drift along without any treat- 
ment until he feels satisfied that 
he has the “con?” That is too fre- 
quently the course he pursues, and 
while he drifts the disease pro- 
Sresses to a stage whic hmay be 
difficult or impossible to arrest. 


There is no good reason why every 
general hospital should not admit 
and care for tuberculosis patients. 


For the managers of such a’ hos- 
pital to exclude these patients on 
ground of communicableness of the 
disease is unwarranted by the facts 
and amounts to cruelty in effect, 
since it. often makes impossible the 
training which the tuberculosis pa- 
tient needs to teach him how to get 
well at home. Hospitals that do 
exclude the tuberculosis officially, 
thanks to the misrule of lay man- 
agers, nevertheless admit and care 
for many tuberculosis patients of 
the medical staff. 

Every general hospital which pre- 
tends to serve the community should 
provide wards, roofs, porches and 
open air spaces for tuberculosis pa- 
tients. Such provisions affords peo- 
ple in moderate circumstances the 
opportunity of receiving the sort of 
training which enables them to be- 
come safe members of a family and 
to chase the cure in their own 
homes, if they do not go to resorts 
for treatment. A great many 
“suspicious” cases would be drawn 
to such a hospital because there 
would be no stigma attached to ad- 
mission to a ‘feneral hospital, and 
unfortunately the “great white 
plague” howlers of the earlier days 
of the anti-tuberculosis campaign 
succeeded in stigmatizing tubercu- 
losis hospitals in the lay mind. 

Only about one-eighth of the gen- 
eral hospitals in the country are 
progressive and liberal enough, in 
management, to have opened their 
doors to tuberculosis patients up to 
the present time. Upon the mis- 
management of the other seven- 
eighths of the hospitals the blame 
must be placed for a great part of 
the unwise procrastination and neg- 
lect of treatment in the earliest 
stage of the disease that means fail- 


/ure in so many, many cases of this 


most curabté of all serious diseases. 

Hospital managers, prejudiced by 
ignorance and therefore uncharit- 
able toward a large proportion of 
all invalids, might well ask them- 
selves whether they are faithful to 


their stewardship in contributing so 
heavily to the maltreatment of 


tuberculosis. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Eyebrow Plucking. 

Please tell me if eyebrow pluck- 
ing strains the eyes in any way. Is 
it safe to apply hair removers to the 
neck and forearms? Is it better to 
have superfluous hair on the face 
removed or bleached? (Mrs. E. 


Answer—It is bad for the eyes of 
the beholder. If hair is to be re- 
moved it is preferable to use a safe- 
ty razor, which is less likely to irri- 
tate the skin than the depilatory 
chemicals which dissolve the hair, 
and the effects of the razor are 
quite as permanent. 

Machinists’ Boils. 

Is the oil used for drills, lathes 
and pipe machines poisonous? A 
good many of the men in our plant 
suffer with boils and pimples about 
their arms, sometimes on their 
faces. Can you recommend anything 
to prevent absorption of the oil into 
the system? (J. K.) 

Answer—The oils or cutting mix- 
tures used in machine work are not 
in themselves poisonous nor are they 
responsible for such infection, but 
merely serve as carriers of bacteria 
from similar lesions of the arms or 
hands or other machinists in the 
same plant. For disinfecting the oil 
a cheap and valuable disinfectant 


known as Hygienic Laboratory pine’ 


oil disinfectant may be prepared by 
any plfarmacist according to in- 
structions obtainable free from the 
public health service, Washington, 
D. Cc. It is important in attacking 
this trouble among the men, that 
every slight wound or abrasion be 
immediately treated with fodine; and 
men with open boils or pimples or 
festering cuts must not be permitted 
to pollute the oil which circulates to 
other machines. 
An Ol@ Cistern. 

I haye had more or less rheuma- 

tism and neuritis for ten years. Un- 


der our house there is an old cistern. 
Would that cause it? (S. G.) 

Answer—No. The question im- 
plies anxiety about dampness. 
Dampness is not a cause of disease. 
Not outside of almanacs,.that is. The 
only disease I can think of that 
might have its origin in the cfstern 
is malaria, if the anopholes breed 
of mosquito has access to the cis- 
tern. 


| Davis, of the Confederacy | 


(From The Toledo Blade.) 
On a memorial park laid out with- 
in the county of Todd, in Kentucky, 
the gray fragments of the confed- 


erate army will rally on June 3, 
1922, to see unveiled the 175-foot 
obelisk which is the last offering of 
the south to Jefferson Davis. On 
this site, 114 years ago, was born 
the confederacy, for here was born 
the man who for tWenty-five years 
before the civil war and twenty-five 
years after it maintained implacably 
the doctrine of state rights, the 
principle of secession, the conten- 
tion that the constitution is a vol- 
untary compact of sovereign states. 


It is a mystery of fate which 
brought two Kentucky lads of simi- 
lar age, born 140 miles apart, to the 


forefront in the most romantic of 
all wars. Jt was a double mystery 
that one course of life should lead 
Lincoln forward as an apostle of 
nationalism and another course of 
life made Davis the champion of 
state rights. Yet from early man- 
hood Lincoln always saw the union 
above all, and from early manhood 
Davis cherished the state. He 
cherished it to the point of sacrifice. 
When his wounds and gallantry in 
the Mexican war brought him an 
appointment from President Polk as 
Hrigadier general of volunteers, he 
refused, declaring that only a state 
could make an officer of state vol- 
unteers. 


Wounds and gallantry in the Mexi- 
can war! Who remembers that 
Davis shed his blood for the nation? 


Who remembers that he served in 
the Black Hawk war, that as secre- 
tary of war under Pierce he created 
a new artillery and a new infantry? 
These were national acts, and Davis 
desired no fame as a nationalist. He 
chose his own field of service for 
danger or renown—he was of the 
confederacy before it was born and 
after it was dead, and he would now

New York, August 30.—(Special.) 

From the usual monthly survey into 


cotton crop conditions undertaken 
by this journal, it will be seen that 
August, 1921, has a month of 
extremely severe deterioration. 
Since the date of our lest report, 
July 31, percentage condition has 
sustained a reduction of no less 
than 12.7 per cent to 55/1 per cent. 
This figure represents the opinions 
of nearly 1,800 special correspond- 
ents of The Journal of Commerce, 
under an average date of August 
24, and compares with a per cent 
condition of 67.8 per ce: last month, 
72.6 per cent a year ago and a ten- 
year average of 69.9. It is, in fact, 
the lowest even for the month of 
August for any year since 19901. 

Nothing eve~ anproaching this 

nsationally low figure has been 
récorded in the twenty vears cov- 
er by these reports excepting the 
Mohth of OctOber, 1919, when there 
was a drop to 48.1 per cent. In 
that year, the condition 
stood at 64.9 per cent. 

A study of advances and déclines 
in recent years shows this to be, 
one exeeption, the most 
reduction since 1912. 
ception was in August, 1918, at 
which time per cent condition de- 
clined from 77.4 per cent to 60.0 per 
cent as a result of protracted drouth 
and heavy weevi depradations. Last 
poe the 106s was only 2.2 per cent, 
mn 1919 it was 5.2 per cent and 
in 1917 3.6 per cent. For the year 
1916 a decline of 10.1 per cent was 
reported and 9.7 per cent in 1913. 

The emailest August loss in the 
ten year@ period under review was

per cent. It would seem, therefore, 
when the reduction in acreage is 
taken jnto consideration that this 
year’s yield of cotton is likely to 
be much curtailed. 

7,005,700 Bales Estimate, 

Following the government’s meth- 

of calculation, the estimated 
yield for 1921 will be 7,905,700 bales, 
excluding linters, which compares 
with an actual yield in 1920 of 13,- 
369,704 bales and 11,420,762 bales 
the year before. Subsequent to the 
record crop of 1914, 16,134,980 bales 
—the next lowest yield since 1911, 
was 11,191,820 bales in 1915, at 
which time 32,107,000 acres were 
planted. 

An analysis by states shows de- 
clines in per cent conditions in a!}l 
but Tennessee, which gained 1.3 
per cent to 73 per cent, and Mis- 
souri, where the condition figure is 
74.5 per cent, a gain of .5 per cent. 
Texas, of course, was the heaviest 
loser, showing a decline of 18.3 per 
cent to 50 per cent. Oklahoma came 
next with 16.2 per cent off to 53.1 
per cent. Then Louisiana, which 
dropped 14.8 per cent to 55 per cent; 
Georgia and South Carolina sustain- 
ed heavy declines, 11.2 per cent to 
52.3 per cent, and 11.5 per cent to 
52 per cent respectively. Arkansas, 
although losing heavily (9.3 per 
cent} reported a condition of 62.1 
per cent. The smallest declines 
registered by Mississippi, 5.6 per 
cent to 63.1 per cent; Alabama, 5.8 
per cent to 58.5 per cent, and North 
Carolina, 6.56 per cent to 65.56 per 
cent. 

Crop Prospect Poorest, 

According to the views expressed 
by a majority of responsible and 
usually well-informed crop experts, 
seldom has the outlook for cotton 
been more discouraging even for 
August, which is generally a month 
of more or less serious deteriora- 
tions. Reports from almost all 
posts of the belt speak of unfavor- 
able weather. weevil damage or al- 
most unprecedented proportions and 
a@ crop uneven and sorry in appear- 
ance and very poorly fruited. 

. Correspondents seem practically 
unanimous in the opinion that the 
wholesale reductions in the use of 
commercial fertilizer this year are 
to a considerable extent responsi- 
ble for the present situation since 
the plant in nearly every _ case 
where drastic cuts were made has 
proven unable to withstand either 
disease, ravages by.insects or even 
ardinary’ climatic changes. Be this 
as it may, the fact is that in a 
number of states where cotton had 
made fair progress up to July the 
intense heat and drouth of the past 
month have caused alarming de- 

ation. 
ee , Mississippi and Louis- 
fana copies an excess of rain in 
some localities, and dry weather 
elsewhere. with either destructions 
by weevils or heavy shedding as a 
result. In Georgia and the Caro- 
linas rainfall has been imsufficient 
and the same is true of Arkansas 
and Oklahoma, As to Texas, where 
the losses are heaviest. practically

places for geven weeks. 

. Beyond Recovery. 

There are some who feel that 
fain now would be unable to save 
the orop, as it is injured beyond 
recovery. Returns from Tennessee 
aynd Missouri stand out sharply 
axcainst this array of misfortune, as 
in: thege two estates, weather has 
been quite favorable for the most 
part and the crop is in fairly satis- 
factory condition. However, it 
should be borne in mind, a year ago 
after a very late and unfavorable 
start. and a season of alternate in- 
tervals of excessive rinfall and 
drouth: heavy weevil damage and 
persistent inability to secure labor 
sufficient to properly oultivate the 
plant, a crop of more than 13,000,- 
000 bales was raised. notwithstand- 
ing earlier predictions of as low as 
9,000,000 bales. This, of course, was 
with an acreage planted of 37,943,- 
000 acres. 

This vear, though, prospects are 
undeniably gloomy, and acreage is 
estimated at only 26.519.000, it is 
not altogether improbable that 
when the final returns are made it 
will be found that there were 
“eood’ epots which in some meas- 
ure counteracted the bad. Moreover, 
the season is not vet over, and given 
a few weeks of better growing 
weather, amd a late fall, it might

Kncourages Bulls, 

That a bullisn attituue of the 
market will ensue from these con- 
ditions is the belief of ail persuns 
questioned in the compilation of 
the report, it stated, as there is no 
precedent for so iarge a reduction. 

“There are many reasons to ex- 
pect at least a normal consump- 
tion of cotton during the coming 
year,” adds the statement. ‘“I‘he 
world depression in textiles began 
in April, 1920. The consumption. in 
the United States been reduced 
more than the industrial depression 
than that of a large consuming 
country, and the low point was 
re..ched in December, 1920, when 
the mill consumption was roughly 
period. 
The mill consumption since Decem- 
Der has greatly increased until it 
is almost at the 1913 average, and 
will probably anproach, closely the 
average production during the re- 
cent prosperous period by October. 

“Central European mills ‘have 
been slowly increasing their textile 
operations since the armistice. This 
has been checked slightly during 
the recent depression, but wil! no 
doubt go forward from this time. 
The world’s spindleage has been 
considerably increased since 1913. 
From 1913 fo 1921 the world's cot- 
ton spindleage was increased from 
roughly 145,000,000 to almost 155,- 
000,000, an increase of 10,000,000 
spindles. 

The agriculture relief act was ap- 
proved by the president August 24.

It provides a billion dollars 
for the war finance corporation to 
assist in financing the carrying of 
agricultural commodities until they 
can be marketed in an orderly way.

World Shortage. 


“The deflation program, which; 


was the chief cause of the panic 
of 1920, has also caused a world’s 
Shortage of cotton and cottonseed 
products and of many other com- 
modities to a less extent. When 
this shrtage begins to cause an 
advance in prices, congress comes 
forward with a relief measure, 
which would seem to aid in an un- 
precedented reversal in the prices 
of cotton and other agricultural 
commodities. One branch of the 
government f[nflates our Currency 
and .redit to dizzy heights and then 
orders a nose dive to try our 
nerves. Congress now plays the part 
of the mother eagle in trying to 
save her young from the crags be- 
low. The analogy is not complete 
hecause congress did not make its 
swoop during October-December, 
1920. The young eagles of the farms 
have already learned to fly by 
erowineg 2 half crop of cotton. and 
prices will now soar witnout the 
supporting wings of congress. 

This agricultutal relief act may 
lea@ to the permanent assistance 
of agricultural Interest in financing 
their commodities. That ts, the gov- 
ernment may enter the § field of 
agricultural banking by furnishing 
considerable credit directly in time 
of peace. whereas the war finance 
corporation has been created as a 
temporary expedient.

HERRING PREDICT 
CENT COTTON 


Asserting that efforts to buy cot- 
ton eat 16 cents, basis middling, 
found no sellers Tuesday afternoon, 

F. Herring, of R. F. Herring 
& Co., cotton merchants, at 23 Ex- 
change place, Tuesday night ex~ 
pressed the highest confidence in a 
continued rise in the cotton mar- 
ket, and predicted that spot cotton 
will reach 25 cents before Octo- 
ber 25. 

Holding that a constant demand 
from the mills is responsible for 
the sharp advance in the market, 
Mr. .Herring said that the actual 
consumption of cotton goods has in- 
creased to such an extent that many 
mills which suspended operation are 
now working day and night tg sup- 
Ply the goods demand. 

‘Of the 1,263 bales soid by my 
eoncern Saturday and Monday, 363 
bales were sold to mills,’’ Mr. Her- 
ring said. “The price is not worry- 
ing the mills so long as orders for 
their products are coming in at the 
advanced prices. Mill representa- 
tives who have been in my office 
during the past few days are en- 
thusiastic over prospects for great- 
ly improved conditions. Many of 
them seem to be of the general 
opinion that spots will go over 25 
cents and, in my opinion, that is a 
conservative estimate.’’ 

Mr. Hérring said that he did not 
expect the 1921 crop to reach the 
seven-million-bale mark. He said 
that the government report, he be- 
lieved, will show a crop shortage 
this year of at least 55 per cent of 
the 1920 crop. He made that pre- 
diction, he said, on the strength of 
reports received not only from 
points in Georgia and the surround- 
ing states, but from the western 
cotton-raising states.

In addition to those 
on board the freighter, two offi- 
cers and nine men had left the ship 
in a lifeboat the day before in an 
effort to secure help when the wire- 
less went out of commission. 

No trace has ever been found of 
the lifeboat. Floating lumber and 
wreckage feported by Several ships 
leads to the belief that the Importer 
has foundered in the gales of. the 
last few days. 

If the Canadian Importer has sunk 
“finis’” will be written to one of 
the strangest shipping disasters that 
has taken place on this coast in 
many years.

Rails Strong. 

Rails also gave a good account of themselves today, partly on ad- 
ditional favorable earnings statements for July, and partly on the news 
that the interstate commerce commission will shortly take up the 
question of railway mergers as proposed in the special report made by 
Professor Ripley, of Harvard. In view of the agitation on the part of 
some shippers for lower freight rates and the need for still lower 
railway wages to bring railway wages down to the level paid in other 
industries, railway officials are pointing out that the decided improve- 
ment in their net operating income is due to this or that reason. That 
is all right as a matter of tactics. But ‘the facts are that the change 
in railway net income is decidedly encouraging. That in itself would 
satisfactorily explain the strength shown in the railway shares. 


After careful study of the new transportation act it requires great 
imagination to find anything in the part dealing with mergers on which 
to base active speculation for the rise. When the Cummins railroad 
bill was first drawn it provided for compulsory mergers of all of the 
railroads of the country into not less than 20 or more than 36 systems. 
But before the bill was passed the compulsory clause was eliminated 
and provisions were made for consolidations “into a limited number 
of systems.” It was further provided that “competition shall be pre- 
served as fully as possible” in all consolidations; that before any con- 
solidations proposed by the interstate commerce commission are 
effected the plan “shall have due publicity,(and upon reasonable notice, 
fncluding notice to the governor of each state,” and that public hear- 


ings shall be held.

Further Provisions. 

It is further provided that the bonds and stock of the properties 
to be thus merged shall not exceed “the value of the consolidated 
properties as determined by the commission.” This means that there 
are to be no mergers such as marked the sensational speculation in 
the railway shares from 1898 on for a half dozen years. The object 
of the proposed mergers is to get rid of the so-called “weak roads.” 
It is possible, too, that when it comes to merging such roads, say, as 
Erie and Lackawanna, the shareholders of the company last named 
will have something to say in the courts. 

Within the past week the price of cotton has advanced 300 points. 
Wall street’s comment today was that inasmuch as the present sharp 
upward movement has not resulted in the same selling by southern

GERMAN PEACE TREATY 
10 SENATE QUICKLY 


Washington, August 30. — The 
treaty of peace with Germany 
which was signed last Thursday at 
Berlin will be sent to the senate 
September 21, the day that congress 
reassembles after its thirty-day re- 
cess, it was stated today at. the 
white house. 

Prompt ratification of the pact is 
understood to be hoped for by Pres- 
ident Harding. While the senate 
legislative program as outlined at 
the time last week’s recess was 
taken celled for enactment of reve- 
nue or tariff legislation immediate- 
ly upon reassembling and then for 
action On the railroad debt fund- 
ing bill, several senate leaders ex- 
pressed the belief today that an 
early place could be found on the 
program for the treaty. 

Members of the foreign relations 
committee, to which the treaty will 
be referred upon its submission, 
were made acquainted with its de- 
tails last week by Secretary 
Hughes, and this fact, together 
With the opportunity afforded for 
study during the recess, is counted 
upon in administration quarters to 
work for speedy action. 

Statements have been made by 
administration officials that it was 
desired that the senate and Ger- 
man reichstag consider the treaty 
simultaneously. The German leg- 
islative body .is scheduled to meet 
September 27, five days after the 
senate resumes its sessions and 
about the time senate leaders ex- 
pect the treaty to be reported by 
the foreign relations committee. 

Proclamation of a state of peace, 
it also was said officially today, 
will be deferred until after the Ger- 
man treaty is ratified. It was fur- 
thermore made known that various 
agencies of the government were 
studying steps considered necessary 
to bring about the full restoration 
of commercial relationships between 
the two countries after ratification 
of the treaty. 


16-YEAR-OLD FORGER

Philadelphia, August 30.—Police 
are searching today for Charles 
Hoffman, a 16-year-old forger and 
embezzler, whose exploits have be- 
fore kept them busy in this city, 
New York, Chicago, Memphis and 
elsewhere.
